We  meet  this  September  2,  1933,  at  Jackson  Township  Park,  LaFayette, 
Ohio,  to  commemorate  the  one-hundredth  year  of  the  wedding  of  our  ancestral 
pair. 


According  to  tradition,  a  certain  man  in  Germany  owned  one  acre  of 
land,  and  from  this  fact,  his  friends  and  neighbors  began  to  call  him  “Aker- 
man”. 

William  Akerman  was  born  April  17,  1810,  and  tradition  further  says  in 
sight  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  and  died  at  LaFayette,  Ohio,  October  9,  1878. 

Of  his  ancestry  the  writer  knows  nothing;  but  he  had  a  brother,  John, 
who  could  speak  but  little  English. 

William  emigrated  to  Morgan  County,  Ohio,  and  there  met  Keziah  B. 
Carroll,  a  Scotch-Irish  lass,  born  May  18,  1814,  to  whom  he  was  married 
May  9,  1833. 

Soon  thereafter,  they  moved  to  Allen  County,  Ohio,  and  on  July  4,  1834, 
William  received  a  deed  from  Robert  Lucas,  Governor  of  Ohio,  for  120  acres 
of  land,  situated  one  mile  east  of  LaFayette,  Ohio,  paying  $150  therefor.  On 
May  14,  1836,  he  purchased  from  the  Governor,  40  acres,  paying  $50  there¬ 
for.  In  1848,  he  purchased  another  40  acre  tract  for  $175;  in  1857,  a  small 
tract;  in  1858,  what  is  known  to  some  of  us  as  “Stony  Point”,  where  the 
boys  and  girls  could  always  find  the  “fiddle  and  the  fiddler”,  “Good  Old 
Days”,  never  to  return;  in  1863,  a  40  acre  tract  for  $600;  and  in  1866,  a 
small  tract,  his  last  purchase;  and  these  constitute  the  “Old  Homestead  of 
252.49  acres  of  land. 

Our  ancestor  was  a  teacher  one  or  more  terms  and  a  successful  farmer. 
He  served  two  terms  as  County  Commissioner,  beginning  in  1849.  He  was 
again  called  to  this  office,  seving  from  1872  to  1877  inclusive.  He  was  al¬ 
ways  closely  identified  with  civic  and  religious  movements,  helped  to  or¬ 
ganize  and  was  a  Charter  Member  of  the  Union  Sunday  School  and  Church, 
the  first  to  be  established  at  LaFayette. 

Keziah  B.  passed  away  February  27,  1887. 

To  this  couple  were  born  thirteen  children,  their  names  and  births  fol¬

Sept.  1857,  and  Keziah  Ruth,  Nov.  23,  1858;  Nancy,  Andrew,  David  and 
Letitia  dying  in  infancy. 
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I  SAMUEL  BAIRD  AKERMAN  married  Eva  Fisher,  and  of  this  union 
nine  children  were  born,  A.  J.,  Laura  M.,  John  M.,  and  Charles  E.,  (Dil¬ 
lon,  Christine,  Mary  E.,  Eva  and  Letitia,  dying  in  early  life.)  His  sec¬ 
ond  marriage  was  to  Sophia  Seely.  He  was  a  farmer,  well  respected, 
and  several  times  elected  Treasurer  of  his  Township  in  Paulding  County, 
Ohio.  As  such,  he  persuaded  the  Trustees  to  permit  him  to  deposit  the 
funds  of  the  Township  in  the  bank  for  safer  keeping.  The  bank  failed 
and  the  funds  were  lost.  The  Legislature  passed  a  law  permitting  the 
people  of  the  Township  to  vote  whether  the  Township  or  he  should  bear 
the  loss.  Every  vote,  except  one,  was  in  favor  of  the  Township  bearing 
the  loss.  He  died  in  October,  1908.

He  served  as  Trustee  of  his  Township 
in  Paulding  County,  Ohio,  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Allen  County,  Mayor 
of  the  Village  of  LaFayette,  Ohio,  Commissioner  of  Allen  County,  two 
terms — 1888  to  1894,  and  was  a  most  excellent  official.  He  died  October 
28,  1918.

He  was  musically  inclined,  playing  the  melodion, 
dulcimer,  violin,  bugle  and  cornet;  and  was  leader  of  the  LaFayette, 
Ohio,  Cornet  Band.  He  taught  school  several  terms,  was  a  practical 
farmer,  and  was  prominently  mentioned  for  the  office  of  County  Re¬ 
corder  of  Allen  County,  but  passed  away  before  the  nomination. 

1.  Edwin  Clyde  married  Sarah  Augusta  Butterfoss,  parents  of  two 
children,  Audrey  Gail  and  Opal  Fenella.  He  attended  the  Village 
school  at  LaFayette,  and  was  graduated  from  Ohio  Northern  Uni¬ 
versity,  Ada,  Ohio.

He  was  elected  County  Auditor  in 
1905,  serving  two  terms  in  that  capacity;  and  then  became  Chief 
Deputy  therein,  during  which  time  he  studied  Law  at  night  and 
was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1916.  Had  he  remained  one  day  more, 
he  would  have  been  in  the  Auditor’s  office  twenty  years  and  five 
months. 

You  will  please  pardon  the  insertion  of  a  clipping  from  The 
Lima,  Ohio,  Times-Democrat  of  October,  1906:  “Clyde  Akerman  is 
a  young  man,  but  a  gentleman  of  the  highest  educational  and  moral 
qualifications.  By  some  of  his  friends,  he  is  known  as  ‘Old  Facts 
and  Figures’,  and  those  are  features  needed  more  in  the  auditor’s 
office  than  in  any  other  office  in  the  county.  For  several  years  he 
has  been  principal  of  the  schools  at  Bluffton,  and  his  standing  at 
his  home  was  proven  by  the  extraordinary  vote  he  received.  Mr. 
Akerman  will  make  one  of  the  best  auditors  Allen  County  ever  had, 
and  the  line  is  a  long  one.”
